The tools mentioned had been taken 
by burglars during the night to break 
a hole in the brick wall of the Post- 
office buiulnig, after which they en- 
tered and wrecked the safe and interior 
of the place with two heavy charges of 
nitroglycerin.

Large Literature of Ibsen 
Translation and Comment 
Has Grown Up, 


OHRISTIANIA, Norway, May 23.—Hen- 
rik Ibsen, the Norwegian poet dnd 
dramatist, died here this afternoon, aged 
78. 

The death of Ibsen was unexpected, 
although for a year he had been very 
weak and his death was only a question 
of. time. Toward the end he was un- 
conscious and passed away peacefully. 

During his illness the only persons 
admitted to his: room were his wife, son 
and the doctor. 

The news of Ibsen's death made a 
great impression here, where he was 
much beloved. 


March 20, 1828, in the 
little village of Skien, in the south of 
Norway. His ancestors were Danish, 
Scotch and German, and he was Nor- 
wegian only in residence. 

Ibsen's father was a rich merchant in 
Norway, but he failed when Henrik was 
only 8 years old. This dispelled the 
hope of a university education, which 
Ibsen cherished. At the age of 16 Ibsen 
became an apothecary’s apprentice at 
Grimstad, Norway. 

His first printed work was a poem 
written when he was 21, which, printed 
in a newspaper, attracted no attention. 
His first drama was a three-act play, 
“Catalina,’’ of which 30 ¢dopies were sold 
to readers. The rest of the edition was 
sold as wrapping paper to a huckster. 


He attended the university at Christi- 


ania for about a year. his collegiate 
career being broken up by the afar 
formance of ‘‘The Warrier’s Mound,’ 
play -he had written while at Aohiae. 
He then decided he could do without a 
college training. 

Aftera precarious term of nine months 
as associate in the publication of a 
weekly, he was made stage manager or 
the Norwegian theater in Bergen, 
through the influence of Ole Bull, the 
violinist. 
In 1856 he wrote his first historical! 
drama, “The Banquet at Solhaug,”’ 
which was produced with great suc- 
cess, first at the Bergen Theater and 
later at Christiania, Stockholm and Co- 
penhagen. ae 
For five years beginning in 18o/ he 
was director of the Norwegian theater 
in Christiana and eventually the theater 
became bankrupt and was ‘closed. Dur- 
ing this time he wrote ‘“‘Lady Inger of 
Oste rant,’ “The Vikings at Helgeland,”’ 
the ‘“‘Com2dy of Love’ and a consider- 
able number of short poems. 

From 1862 to the time of his death 
he devoted himself to writing dramas 
and short poems. When the war 
broke out between Denmark and Ger- 
many, the neutrality of Norway an- 
gered him so that he expatriated him- 
self. refusing to live in Norway. He 
returned only many years later. In 
1866 he sent back to Norway from 
Rome, where he was living, the play 
“Brand.” for which the Norwegian 
Storthing gave him the “Poet’s Sal- 
ary,’ a small annuity. 

After this he produced in rapid suc- 
cession “A Doll's House,’ “The Pil- 
lars of Society,” “Ghosts,” “An Ene- 
my of the People,” “The Wild Duck,” 
“The Lady From the Sea,” “Hedda 
Gabler,” “Master Builder Solness,”’ 
“Emperor and Galilean,” “Peer Gynt” 
and “The League of Youth.’ 

Ibsen's plays have been a fad in the 
United States and many of them, in- 
cluding “A Doll's House,’ “Hedda 
Gabler’ and “Ghosts” are well Known 


to theater-goers. 
Cult of Ibsenism. 

These social dramas have carried Ib- 
sen's fame throughout the world, and 
on them has been founded a cult whose 
tene ts are described by the word “‘|bsen- 
ism,” which has large numbers of ad- 
herents in America among literary club 
women. These read the dramtist in 
translations and discuss the problems 
they suppose his dramas present, 

A large English literature of Ibsen 
translation and comment has. arisen. 
Many of Ibsen's dramas have evoked in- 
dignant protests at the drastic presen- 
tation of social problems such as “Is 
Marriage a Failure?’ and “Should Love 
be Set Aside for Ambition?’ He has 
been assailed as immoral, a cynic and 
a pessimist. 

Ibsen’s problems are supplied by the 
relation of the indivdual to his social 
and personal surroundings. His drama 
are studies in human responsibility and 
the characters are intended to be types.

NEW YORK, May 23.—When Jose- 
phine Terranova told how she_ killed 
her aunt and uncle; how, after a life of 
brutality and degradation with them, 
she listened to “the voice of God, 
which told .her to “kill them,” her 
story exceeded in horror anythiig’ tim 
had been related from the witness 
stand in the memory of court attaches: 

Two score women had managed to get 
into the courtroom. Only a craving for 
the horrible could have led them there, 
except the few whose work compelled 
their presence. Those attracted by that 
craving were satisfied to the full. The 
child’s story depicted every form of 
moral degeneracy known to. alienists. 
Dr. Carlos MacDonald, Dr. Allan Mc- 
Lane Hamilton and other noted alien- 
ists were seated’ within the railing to 
act as advisers to the prosecution, The 
horror of the girl's story made even 
them turn their heads away. 

At one horrible moment in the little 
girl's testimony there was a shriek from 
the side of the inclosure where sat some 
newspaper women assigned to the trial. 
A tall, handsome woman writer had 
fainted in her chair. The closeness of 
the courtroom and the brutality of lit- 
tie Josephine’s treatment had caused 
ner to lose consciousness. Her shriek 
startled the courtroom and brought ev- 
eryone to their feet. 

Justice Scott jumped up, seized his 
gavel and rapped for order. After two 
or three minutes the lady reporter was 
revived and led from the courtroom. 
Her face was as white as death. 

Other women in the courtroom buried 
their faces in their hands or bent low 
behind the chairs of those ‘seated in 
front. not daring to sit erect or to risk 
walking out of the courtroom. 

The girl's manner on the stand could 
not but favorably impress the jury. She 
hesitated many times for words to ex- 
press the actions and maltreatment to 
which she had been subjected, and fifty 


times she explained: 

“Oo, IT am ashamed to tell you. I do 
not know the words to tell. It was 
i; did it because he was a 


horribreé. ! 
great big man. I tell my aunt right 


away at first. 

“T tell her the very first minute aft- 
er the first time, but she only say, ‘O, 
that is nothing. Little girls must do 
al] that. They must do as they are 
told. I was a little girl once and I 
did it.’ 

On the witness stand Josephine was 
animated and ingenuous. After the 
manner of her people, as she talked 
she illustrated with her hands the 
thoughts to which her lips gave ex- 
pression. Her face was. constantly 
changing expression, and as her ex- 
amination proceeded her color became 
very high. 

When she would exclaim, as she oft- 
en did. "O. IT am ashamed to tell that.” 
she would pass her hands to her face 
and draw back in her chair. but she 
looked straight at the inqulisitor. Mr. 
Palmeiri, who stood at the end of the 
jury box, perhaps thirty feet away 
from the witness. 

When she had some shameful an- 
swer to make, the little girl lowered 
her voice and took refuge in ‘Italian, 
speaking in a low tone to the inter- 
preter, who stood behind her, that 
he might answer for her. This was 
permitted in several instances. 

When it became noised about that 
the girl defendant was telling her 
#tory, several hundred people gath- 
ered outside the entrance to the 
courtroom and fought and struggled 
to gain admission.

Twenty-three indictments charging 
manslaughter against as many alleged 
members of the mob which hanged and 
burned three negroes,Fred Coker, Horace 
Duncan and Will Allen, here on the night 
of April 14, are to be returned when 
the grand jury reports today, it is said. 
The names of the accused men have 
not been divulged, but many  pesons 
prominent in Springfield business and so- 
cia] circles are known to have been in 
the mob. 

The grand jury was impaneled es- 

ecially to investigate the triple lynch- 
ng, and has been in continuous session on 
since April 15. Unrelenting efforts to 
gather evidence have been made by 
Prosecuting Attorney Patterson of 
Greene County, aided by Assistant 
Attorney General Kennish. Mr. Patter- 
son has declared that any persons in- 
dicted by the grand jury will be prose- 
cuted to the limit. 

The lynching was the result of a story 
told by Mabel Edmonson of Bolivar, Mo., 
who claimed that, while driving with a 
young man, she was dragged from the 
buggy and assaulted by two negroes. 
The Greene County authorities arrested 
two suspects, but the girl never posi; 
tively identified them.

I want to say, however, I have 
been very nicely treated here, and the 
Sheriff and his ofticilals have made it 
as pleasant as possible for me.

TO GO TO SUPREME COURT 





United Railways Oo. Not Liahle 
for Transit Co.'s 
Accidents. 


The Supreme Court will have to decide 
whether the United Railways Co. is re- 
sponsible for obligations of the St. Louis 


Transit Co. during the time that the lat- 


ter operated the St. Louis street car 
lines under a lease from the former 
company. The three members of the St. 


Louis Court of Appeals have failed to 
agree on the question and at the re- 
vest of Judge Bland, who dissents 
rom Judges Goode and Nortoni, the 
case is to be certified to the Supreme 
Court. 

Judges Goode and Nortoni hold that 
the United Railways Co. is not liable 
for damages found against the Transit 
Co. unless it can be shown that the 
lease was not made in good faith. Judge 
Bland holds that the United Railways 
Co. cannot shift its responsibilities and 
obligations to another company without 
specific legislative sanction. 

By mistake the Court of Appeals Tues- 
day morning announced that the case 
had been decided adversely to the Unit- 
ed Railways Co. On the list of decisions 
was one relating to the case of Katie 
A. Moorshead against the Transit Co. 
‘*Remanded with directions’’ was the 
entry, with an opinion written by Judge 
Bland. The opinion was withheld, how- 
ever, and the entry on the list was dl- 
rected to be scratched out. Later a de- 
cision affirming the decision of the low- 
er court was handed down, with an 
opinion written by Judge Goode, Judge

The entire system in Indiana was tied 
up and wrecks were narrowly averted. 

Kellam'’s sending, like his talk, was 
incoherent, and other operators could 
hold no.conversation with him. In vain 

were their efforts to hold him off or get 

ossession of the block that trains might 
hurried to their destinations. Trains 

at several points were sidetracked and 
traffic along a portion of the road was 
at a standstill. 

When the regular operator returned 
to the office ang endeavored to take pos- 
session Kellam resisted, and it required 
the combined strength of three men to 
overpower the insane man and land him 
pafely in Jail. , 

Henry Beauchamp, the regular oper- 
ator at Andrews, left the office for a few 
minutes near the noon hour, and had 
hardly left before Kellam took posses- 
sion Of the switchboard and began to 
give orders to the various dispatchers 
along the line. 

The dispatchers did not know from 
whom they were receiving orders, and 
all attempts to break in upon him were 
futile, as he refused to answer any 
question, With lightning-like rapidity 
he sent message after message to va- 
rious places, and the operators at once 
saw there was some one at the wire who

The operators at different 
recognized the fact that orderssent 
them régarding certain trains were 
duplicat to other dispatchers along 
the line, for they read the same. mes- 
sages going over the wires. : 

earing that accidents might occur as 
a result of these conflicting orders, one 
of the operators threw open his key, 
and then grounded the wire over which 
the conflicting messages were coming. 
The locations of the assenger and 
freight trains along the line were 
learned, and the operators advised to 
hold them till intelligent orders could 
be obtained. All trains were thus 
stopped. and for several minutes the

SCRAP IN DINING ROOM 





Girl’s Face Was Black Morning 
After Blow Was Received 
—Sues for $6000. 


The $6000 damage suit of Miss Helen 
Inman, head waitress at the exclusive 
Fielding Hotel, 6600 Delmar boulevard, 
against Mrs, H. Nathanson, wife of the 
president of the Phoenix Furniture Co., 
for slapping her left cheek, went to trial 
Wednesday in Judge McDonald's court. 

According to the testimony of Miss 
Nina King, a waitress at the hotel, 
who was the first witness for Miss In- 
man, Mrs. Nathanson administered the 
slap in an educational spirit.

Notwithstanding the ‘crushing defeat 
administered.to his fayorfte candidate, 
Judge Samuel Davis of Marshall, Reed 
was in the. best of humor and referred 
without feeling to the convention’s de- 
cision, as told in late editions of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Judge Woodson was nominated by ac- 
clamation and Judge wraves received 
the unanimous indorsement of the con- 
vention after it became known that 611 
votes, or 100 more than necesSary to a 
choice, had been cast for him on the 
first ballot. and Judge Davis got 217 
votes and George P. Robertson of Mex- 
ico 93. 

“Bill” Phelps an Issue. 

The Davis men made trouble from 
the moment the convention opened. As 
a trump card, they charged 
their convention orators, Reed and 
Alexander W. Graves of Lexington, 
that the candidacy of Judge Graves 
owed its strength to the influence of 
the railroad corporations, and 
Bill’”” Phelps, the veteran lobbyist of 
the Missouri Pacific System, was 
scored unmercifully by Reed and 
Graves for his alleged activity in at- 
tempting to dominate the conven- 
tion. Their remarks were received with 
mingled cheers and hisses. 

Frank P. Walsh of Kansas City came 
to Judge Graves’ rescue with a demana 
that the accusers of the Bates County 
jurist produce proof of their charges. 

Reed was silent, so was Graves of 
Lexington, when Walsh denounced as 
infamous men who by insinuation and 
innuendo would besmirch the character 
of innocent men. 

Pale but calm and apparently undis- 
turbed by the fury of the onslaught 
aguinst him, ‘“‘Col.”’ Phelps sat unmoved 
in an obscure corner of the hall. The 
joint attack of Reed and his Lexington 
associates failed to change the. dele- 
gates, It. came too late to have any 
materia! effect. While the Davis men 
were denouncing the lobby. and seek- 
ing to stir up enthusiasm for their fa- 
vorite son, friends of Judge Graves, 
among them Morton Jourdan of S8t. 
Louis, were quietly lining up . for 
Graves the St. Louis delegation with 
its 116 delegates. 

Adopt Reed’s Piatform. 

Trouble was again threatened after 
nominations had been made, by -the in- 
troduction of minority and majority re- 
ports from the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. The majority report referred 
merely in a general way to the inter- 
ference of railroads in the proceedings 
of political conventions. On the other 
hand, the minority report, written by 
Kansas City’s ex-Mayor, James A. 
Reed, condemned in unmeasured terms 
the influence of corporations in Demo- 
cratic gatherings. It denounced raii- 
road representatives who try to dictate 
nominations of Supreme Court judges. 
It pledged the Democratic party to 
work for the elimination of the railroad 
attorney from the party organization. 
It made clear Democratic approval of 
the new anti-pass rule. 

At first the anti-Reed men 
clined to fight the minority resolution. 
Senator Dickinson of Henry, Frank 
Walsh of Kansas City and other Graves 
supporters finaliy, to Reed's great sur- 
arte. indorsed the minority report, 
which was then adopted almost unani- 
mously, 

That this was done is 
much gratification to Reed. 

“No man can stand on the platform 
we adopted and be a friend of the cor- 
porations,”’ declares the 
“Judge Davis was defeated, 
made a gallant fight. He entered the 
race t te.

PHILADELPHIA, 
terstate Commerce Commission today 
investigated the ownership of coal 
lands by railroads and alleged discrim- 
ination in the distribution of coal cars. 
The entire commission sat for today’s 
hearing. 

The first witness was W. A. Patton, 
President Cassatt’s assistant. He was 
asked what interest he had in coal com- 
panies. He enumerated the _ various 
companies in which he held stock. 

Concerning the Keystone Coal 
shares, of which 2500 were in his name, 
he said he got the stock by purchase 
and through the merging with the Key- 
stone company of smaller companies in 
which he was interested. Five hundred 
of the shares, he said, belonged to his 
brother, J. Howard Patton, who is in- 
terested in coal properties in Western 
Pen..sylvania. Patton explained that he 
held ».ock in five companies which were 
consoliaated with the Keystone and 
through that transaction secured his 
holdings in the Keystone company. 

Patton Unwilling Witness. 

Patton proved an unwilling witness 
when questioned about his holdings in 
the Atlantic Crushed Coke Co. and re- 
peated efforts were,jmade by Glasgow 
to get a positive statement as to 
whether he had paid any actual cash 
for his 400 shares in the company. Pat- 
ton explained that he became interested 
in the land-purchasing company 
through J. Howard Patton, who repre- 
sented the interests of Col. George F. 
Huff. When the land was purchased 
he said, the investors were obligated 
}to pay their pro-rata share, but as 
there had been no losses, it was not 
necessary to pay in cash. 

“You got that obligation back, didn't 
you?” 

“I did in stock.”’ 

“Were you required to pay anything 
toward the purchase of the land?’ 

“IT stood to lose and had it been nec- 
essary would have paid my share.”’

X-RAYS SHOW BULLET. 


Women Shot by Lee Oraig 


Leave Hospital, 

An X-ray photograph of the bullet in 
the face of Mrs. Lee Craig, who, togeth- 
er with her mother, Mrs. Alice Smaus. 
was shot by Lee Craig before he com- 
mitted suicide, was taken before the 
two women were removed from the City 
Hospital by relatives. The bullets have 
not been removed from the faces of 
either of the women. Hospital physi- 
clans say that both will recover, though 


the bullets will have to be removed and 
their speech may be impaired for life. 

Mrs. Craig and Mrs. Smaus were 
taken from the hospital by Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Ross and Frank Mabry, daughter 
and son of Mrs. Smaus. 

The X-ray photo of Mrs. Craig shows 
that the bullet is lodged on a level with 
the right ear. almost at the juncture of 
the jaws. The greater part of the bul- 
let plowed its way for several inches 
through the face to the upper end of the 
jaws and there split in two pieces, be- 
ing flattened against the bone. The 
pieces of lead are plainly discernible in 
the photo. which was taken by A. E. 
Belton, head of the X-ray department at 
the City Hospital.

Then the space 
is filled with plaster of paris and the 
screw pressed into the soft plaster. 
When the plaster becomes hardened the 
screw will be found to hold very 


firmly. 


Ena’s Wedding Cake. 
London Correspondent New York Sun. 

Princess Ena's wedding cake, which 
was made here, was completed today 
and packed for shipment to Madrid. It 
will be the first royal wedding cake 
ever seen in Spain. 

The English custom was introduced 
by King Alfonso as a compliment to 
his bride. The cake is six feet high 
and weighs more than 30 pounds. It 
stands upon a huge silver salver, on 
which the bride’s mother's wedding 
cake was placed. The cake consists of 
three glistening silver white tiers and 
is 46 inches in diameter at the base. 

The lowest tier is divided into eight 
panels, separated by Corinthian col- 
umns, and is surrounded by Cupids dis- 
guised as postmen and messengers. The 
spaces between the columns are filled 
with panels of sugar work representing 
Spanish vines. The panels are festooned 
with orange blossoms, white heather, 
myrtle and white roses. The flowers 
were chosen by Princets Ena. 

There are four panels on the second 
tier. In the center of cach is a shield 
with the monogram, “A. V.,"’ surmount- 
ed by the Spanish crown, 

Medallions, sprays of myrtle and tiny 
white roses embellish the third tier, on 
top of which is a beautiful group of 
children bearing aloft a vase holding a 
bouquet. Four long floral festoons 
reach from the top to the botitteum tier. 

A gold knife with an ivory handle two 
feet long accompanies the cake and wil] 
be used to cut it for presentation to the 
guests.
